COUNTY'S 7968-69 BUDGET TO BOOST BUILDING FUND

A 13-cent jump in the Tehama 


County tax rate, from $2.80 last 
year to $2.93 this year, has 
been approved by the board of 
supervisors as a m e a n s of 
meeting the County's $7,282,016 
budget for fiscal year 1968-69. 
Ten of the 13-cents will go in- 
to the county building fund. 


"That 10 cents will actually 
raise $84,000 this year," ex- 
plained County Auditor Jitnmie 
Hinkle. -'The supervisors have 
appropriated 
$215,925 toward 


the building program and have 
ordered $106,115 set aside as a 


building fund reserve. The fund 
balance at the end of tins vear 
was $238,040,' she said "which 
meant $84,000 would have to be 
raised to meet the appropria- 
tion." 


Cited by Mis. Hinkle as an- 


other of many reasons foi the 
rise in taxes is the county's 
fluctuating assessed valuation. 
As an example, she said, the 
valuation of public utilities in 
the county went down $500,000 
last year, making a higher tax 
rate or other revenue neces- 
sary. 
Taking into consideration a 


$3,573,156 delinquency (every - 
one won't pay his taxes) the as- 
sessed valuation this year for 
Tehama County is $83,995,239, 
VIis. H i n k l e said, and $2,- 
457,949 must be raised on the 
county's secured tax roll. 
The $2.93 tax rate will achieve 


that goal, the auditor explained, 
with each cent of that amount 
bringing in $8,399. In fact, she 
said, it wUl bring in about $4,- 
000 more than is actually need- 
ed. 
In a budget divided for clarity 


into seven sections, the section 
covering public a s s i s t a n c e 


stands out as that requiring the 
greatest amount of money. Its 
total, with the welfare depart- 
ment taking the biggest share, is 
$2,978,825. 
Aid to the Aged assumes the 


largest amount of public assist- 
ance funds — $d59,500. Admin- 
istrative costs in the welfare 
department are $401,645. 


The county must actually meet 
only 16.37 per cent of welfare 
administrative and categorical 
aid (to the aged, dependent chil- 
dren or the blind) according to 
Mrs. Hinkle. Balance of costs 
there are met by the federal 


government —46.16 per cent, 
and state—34.27 per cent. 


In addition to aid and welfare 


costs, the p u b l i c assistance 
section in the budget covers 
such things as veterans seiv- 
ice, hospital care for TB pa- 
tients, and county ambulance 
service. 
Next in line for a big share 
of the county budget is the 
public protection s e c t i o n . Its 
$1,223,741 total covers a var- 
iety of :urtsdlctions such as the 
courts and police protection, 
flood control, fire protection, 
legal assistance for indigents 


and agricultural inspection. 
The county roads budget is 
also high with $1,300,368 of its 
$1,374,172 total designated for 
road construction and main- 
tenance. The remaining $73,804 
is to go toward administrative 
costs. 
Money to run the big business 


known as Tehama County comes 
from other sources than just 
current oroperU taxes, Mrs. 
Hinkle pointed out. Sales tax- 
es, payment of delinquent taxes 
and other tvpes of tax, are ex- 
pected to bring in $231,400 this 
fiscal year, she said. 


Income also is to be derived 


from sale of licenses and per- 
mits, an anticipated amount of 
$24,450. Fines, forfeits and 
penalties should bring in $244,- 
C97. Included in that is the un- 
expected bonus of a $15,000 fine 
ordered from San Rafael busi- 
nessman D a v i d Green, who 
pleaded nolo contendere on a 
charge of attempting to bribe 
three local supervisors. 


The use of count> property 
and iioney by other parties is 
expected to raise about $58,- 
350 this fiscal year, a figure

Does this sound like 
we are planning to close the 
hospital0 
"Secondly, deceptive state- 
ments are being made regarding 
the removal of the hospital is- 
sue from the ballot. The true 
fact is that the majority of the 
board felt the issue should be 
removed from the b a l l o t be- 


cause of the way the issue was 
to have been worded. There 
were no cost figures given to the 
public as to the amount of 
money it would take to upgrade 
the hospital and the facilities. 
The majority of the board felt 
the taxpayers were entitled to 
know the true facts and have 
some figures in order to vote 
intelligently on the issue. 
"Further, if the people had 


voted yes on the issue as it was 
to have been written, we would 
be right where we are now. 
The controversy would still go 
on. If on the other hand the 
people had voted no on the issue, 
the b o a r d would have been 
hampered in making any im- 
provements at the hospital. Our 
hands would have been tied. 
"We have a group of 19 qual- 


ified p e r s o n s on the newly 
formed Tehama County Com- 
prehensive H e a l t h Planning 
Commission, who were selected 
from their own organizations 
throughout the entire county. 
This commission is going to 
make a complete study of the 
hospital problem and report 
to the board of their findings, 
giving the board a true picture, 
and some figures by which to 
work. 


"A number of people are con- 
cerned because of the mislead- 
ing statements being made. No 
one in the county will be denied 
hospital care if they need it."

“There are statements beuig 
made regarding the Tehama 
General Hospital which are de­ 
ceptive and untrue, causing 
much confusion and undue anx­ 
iety in the county. 
“First, and above all, we wish 
to make it clear, the board of 
supervisors has no intention of 
closing the General Hospital, 
as stated by some. Last month 
the board authorized the hos­ 
pital administrator to secure 
bids for a sprinkling system 
for fire protection throughout 
the hospital, this is one of the 
requirements made by the state 
in order to have the hospital 
accredited. Does this sound like 
we are planning to close the 
hospital ? 
“Secondly, deceptive state­ 
ments are being made regarding 
the removal of the hospital is­ 
sue from the ballot. The true 
fact is that the majority of the 
board felt the issue should be 
removed from the ballot be- 


The majority of the board felt 
the taxpayers were entitled to 
know the true facts and have 
some figures in order to vote 
intelligently on the issue. 
“Further, if the people had 
voted yes on the issue as it was 
to have been written, we would 
be right where we are now. 
The controversy would still go 
on. If on the other hand the 
people had voted no on the issue, 
the board would have been 
hampered in making any im­ 
provements at the hospital. Our 
hands would have been tied. 
“We have a group of 19 qual­ 
ified pe rs on s on the newly 
formed Tehama County Com­ 
prehensive Health Planning 
Commission, who were selected 
from their own organizations 
throughout the entire county. 
This commission is going to 
make a complete study of the 
hospital problem and report 
to the board of their findings, 
giving the board a true picture, 
and some figures by which to 
work. 
“A number of people are con­ 
cerned because of the mislead­ 
ing statements being made. No 
one in the county will be denied 
hospital care if they need it.”

Goldwater, who lost to Presi­ 
dent Johnson in 1964, hopes to 
succeed the retiring Democra­ 
tic incumbent, 90-year-old Carl 
Hayden. Three Democrats are 
on the primary ballot, the win­ 
ner to face Goldwater inNovem- 
ber. 
U.S. Senate and House of Rep­ 
resentative seats are at stake 
also in Colorado, New Hamp­ 
shire, Wisconsin, Maryland, 
Vermont and Utah. 
All but Colorado and Mary­ 
land will see party choices for 
governor. 
In Colorado, f orm er Gov. 
Steve McNichols, 52, is compet­ 
ing for the Democratic senator­ 
ial nomination against 39-year- 
old Ken Monfort, a cattleman 
and a comparative newcomer to 
politics. The winner’s opponent 
will be Republican Sen. Peter 
Dominick. McNichols backs the 
Johnson administration policy 
on Vietnam while Monfort is 
considered a dove on the issue.

It was the expiration date 
which caused the g r e a t e s t 
objection, according to John 
Tatro of Red Bluff, president 
of one of the unions, Local 917, 
United Papermakers and Pa- 
perworkers. His local is bar­ 
gaining jointly with Local 586, 


Pulp, Sulphite Paper Mill 
Workers. 
“The people intend to stay on 
strike until they get an equi­ 
table settlement,” Tatro said 
this morning, speaking from 
“strike hall” in Anderson. “If 
the date was changed it would 
have quite a bit of bearing on 
it (a vote), but the vote was to 
reject the contract entirely. 
But, we feel the contract date 
was an important factor.” 
“We requested a June 1 expir­ 
ation date to keep in line with 
the paper industry and the In­ 
ternational Wood Workers of 
America at Kimberly-Clark. 
All we've ever signed is a 
(contract with a) June 1 (expir­ 
ation date).’» 
The vote for rejection was 
135 to 90 Saturday night, Tatro 
said. “This leaves us waiting 
for a change of position of the 
company on this. We notiiieu

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The Draff A Century Ago 


The impression has gotten about that resistance to the military 


draft has reached unprecedented intensity during the Vietnamese 
War. 
That fact is that present resistance, consisting chiefly of 


draft card-burning and individual refusals to serve, is m;ld 
compared with what happened a century ago. 


The passage of a draft law in 1863 caused riots in several 


cities. 
New York City was hardest hit. The Civil War was in 


its third year, with some victories for the Union but also some 
discouraging defeats. Even the simultaneous Northern victories 
of Gettysburg and Vicksburg did not prevent the riots. 


The first drawing occurred on a Saturday in July. The Sunday 


following seems to have been devoted to riot planning and "liquor, 
ing up." Mobs formed in lower New York City on Mo.tlay. Tney 
seized axes from hardware stores, tore down telegraph poles, 
demolished railroad tracks. The draft office was burned down, 
stores were looted. 


There was one twist that seems curious in the light of today's 


claims that Negroes bear an excessive share of the draft burden, 
Negroes, held by many to be the cause of the war, were lynched 
and an orphan asylum for Negro children was burned down. M uch 
other violence occurred. Police headquarters and the mayor's 
house were besieged. It took a pitched battle between the mob 
and police to settle who would rule the city. State troopers came 
in with artillery, and then federal troops returning from Gettys- 
burg. Finally order was restored. 


The draft is under fire these days from various quarters. But 


anyone who supposes that draft resistance has reached a new 
peak in our time should take another look at those hectic events 
in 1863.

be casual 
while 


treating1 the victim. At the 
same time he is giving him a 
great deal of assurance. 


Whenever possible call for 


a doctor or an ambulance. 
Trained people can best han- 
dle fractures and serious in- 
juiies 
If none is available, 


the injured part suspected of 
being fractured, should not be 
moved without first applying1 
some form of splint. 


The victim should be kept 


lying down and. if a leg or 
arm is broken, some form of 
wood or metal placed beneath 
it to keep it in a rigid posi- 
tion. The splint can be kept 
in place by winding a torn 
shirt or handkerchiefs around 
the arm or leg1 when a band- 
ape is not available. 


When it is necessary to 


move the v i c t i m onto a 
stretcher or into an ambu- 
lance, one person should take 
charge and give the orders. 
He can direct the exact time 
the victim is to be lifted, af- 
ter first being sure that two 
people are handling the head 
r.nd shoulders while two oth- 
ers are lifting the back and 
buttocks. The splinted legs 
can be kept motionless by two 
more helpers to transport him. 


Avoid giving the victim any 


alcoholic 
stimulant 
or 
any 


drag, without the specific ad- 
vice of a doctor. Emergencies 
demand cooperation of all the 
available people. Each should 
help without causing any un- 
usual anxiety in his "medical 
teammates" or in the patient.

THE JAVITS WAY 
OF HURTING NIXON 
The passion play reaching its 
conclusion in New York State 
would have rocked the Republi- 
can Party nationwide if it had 
been more widely advertised. 
The scheduled victim is Rich- 
ard Nixon. And the tragedy lies 
in his inability to fight for his 
own interests. Meanwhile his 
oppressors shield themselves 
by heavenly incantations to the 
axiomatic virtues of the two- 
party system. 
What happened in New York is 
the Conservative Party. It was 
founded in 1962, and such was 
the rate of its growth that by 
1966 
it had captured Row C 


away from the quarter-century 
old Liberal Party. In other 
words, the Conservatives amply 
demonstrated at the polls that 
their interests were not being 
asserted by top Republican of- 
ficials: but the disposition, of 
course, is never to fret over 
d i s f r a n c h i s e d 
conserva- 


tives. Accordingly, Governor 
Rockefeller sent out word, upon 
the founding of the Conservative 
Party, that it was to be ignor- 
ed by Republicans, and that on 
no account should any Republi- 
can accept the endorsement of 
the Conservatives. 


The policy of ostracism has 
been a dismal failure. An in- 
dication of the increasing de- 
sirability of the Conservative 
endorsement is that in 1964, 
59 Republican candidates for 
Congressional and state legis- 
lative office requested and re- 
ceived Conservative endorse- 
ment. This year, the figure has 
risen to 98. But there are hold- 
outs. In some cases, left-Repu- 
blicans whom the Conservatives 
have declined to endorse. In 
others, R e p u b l i c a n loyalists 
who have declined the Conser- 
vatives' support. Mostly out of 
bitter-end d e f e r e n c e to the 
Rockefeller strategy; in some 
cases, in extremely liberal con- 
stituencies, because the candi- 
dates reckon that Conservative 
endorsement would be a net lia- 
bility. 


Along comes Mr. Nixon, the 
nominee of his party, and na- 
turally he desires to be listed 
on every conceivable line in New 
York State, including the Con- 
servatives'. 
One would think 


that his preferences in the mat- 


ter would be automatically re- 
spected, but not at all in a state 
whose Republican leaders are 
Rockefeller, Javits and Lind- 
say. We know from the exper- 
ience of 1964 that R, J and L 
are quire capable themselves 
of declining to endorse the can- 
didate of the Republican Party. 
This year, they have announced 
that the Conservatives may not 
list Nixon's electors on their 
line, an anti-democratic ruling 
they are in a position to enforce 
via the state committee be- 
cause of the anachronistic elec- 
toral system. The effect of this 
decision will be to cut down Mr. 
Nixon's vote by several hund- 
red thousand, endangering Nix- 
on's chances to carry New York, 
and perhaps even the nation. 
This massive assault on Nixon 


by the Republican leaders is 
justified by their belief in the 
two-party system, and their 
continued determination to re- 
fuse to cooperate with the Con- 
servative Party. What's wrong 
with that explanation is that 
Mr. Javits, who is running for 
re-election this year, and who 
pronounced himself not long ago 
as "the principal ideologue of 
the Republican Party," is him- 
self accepting the cross-en- 
dorsement of a third party, the 
Liberal Party! Such effrontery 
coulnd not have been staged by 
Barnum and Bailey. Javits in the 
forefront of a movement to deny 
Mr. Nixon the right, on moral- 
political grounds, to do exactly 
what Javits himself is doing! 


The hypocrisy reaches very 
far. Mr. Rockefeller, profes- 
sedly shocked by third-party 
endorsements, was never heard 
criticizing John Lindsay for ta- 
king the Liberal endorsement in 
1965 when running for mayor. 
The governor is thinking out 
loud of appointing Ogden Reid 
to the senate, and Mr. Reid, a 
congressman fromWestchester 
County, takes the Liberal en- 
dorsement. S e n a t o r Bridges, 
the leader of the Republicans 
in the senate, accepts the Lib- 
eral endorsement. And so on. 


The argument that the rank and 
file would propose permitting 
Nixon to go on the Conservative 
line, because his doing so would 
help Conservatives running for 
lesser offices against Repub- 
licans, is superficial.

IT HAS NOT COME YET 


WASHINGTON - Behind the 
scenes in Washington, the little, 
rather close-knit community of 
policy-makers, military lead- 
ers and intelligence analysts 
concerned with Vietnam 
has 


been going through a fairly 
curious experience. 
Masses of evidence, from pri- 
soners oJ war, captured docu- 
ments and all other intelligence 
sources, have long indicated 
that Hanoi was preparing an- 
other major offensive, as close 
in scale to the Tet offensive 
as Hanoi could manage. From 
the end of July onward, t»-<s 
kickofl date was expected to A. 
Aug. 15. 
In mid-August, enemy activity 
greatly intensified; but there 
was no real kickoff. Indeed, 
many of the enemy units of 
divisional size continued in 
their sanctuaries on the bord- 
ers, or even outside South Viet- 
nam. 
More recently, these 


larger units began to be de- 
tected moving toward kickoff 
positions; and a new kicfcoff 
date was tentatively set for 
Labor Day. But Labor Day also 
passed without drama. 


Perhaps the storm will have 
burst before these words can be 
printed, but, as of now, one can 
only say it has not come yet. 
Beyond doubt, for the documents 
prove It, this means that Hanoi's 
plans have gone wrong some- 
how; 
and the way these plans 


have gone wrong is decidedly 
interesting. 
In brief, Hanoi's original in- 
tention was to open avenues of 
attack upon more profitable tar- 
gets, conspicuously including 
the city of Saigon, by initial 
attacks on peripheral targets 
like the little provincial capital 
of Tay Ninh and the Special 
Forces camp at Due Lap. U. S. 
and South Vietnamese forces 
were to be sucked into the re- 
sulting peripheral battles and, 
thus, larger opportunities were 
to be created elsewhere. 


Unfortunately for Hanoi, Gen. 
Creighton Abrams refused to 
play the game. The defenders 
on the scene were only very 
sparingly reinforced. The main 
backup provided came from the 
terrible striking power of the 
B-52s, which Gen. Abrams uses 
with extreme concentration. 
For the enemy to date, the 
results have been pretty dis- 
astrous. Since the enemy began 
sparring for an opening in mid- 
August, total enemy killed in 
action have been above 10,000 
men. 
Despite these fruitless losses, 
despite the deferments above- 


noted, a general enemy assault 
Is still forecast at a fairly early 
date. But Gen. Abrams is splen- 
didly confident that the assault 
can be successfully repulsed, if 
and when it comes. In short, 
the prospects look very black 
indeed for Hanoi's new attempt 
to achieve a final breakthrough 
on the battlefield. 


If Gen. Abrams is right (and 
pray God he is!) that means 
the Hanoi leadership will have 
to ponder the results of the 
two political conventions with 
unhappy assiduity. Until the two 
major parties chose their nom- 
inees and published their plat- 
forms, Hanoi could always hope 
for a political victory here in 
America. That hope has now 
gone glimmering. 
Simultaneously, the plans for 
a great offensive in South Viet- 
nam have also miscarried bad- 
ly, in their initial phase at any 
rate. Military disappointment 
has already been combined with 
political -"Ji."appointment; and if 
all goes well, the military dis- 
appointment of September is 
likely to be much greater than 
the military disappointment of 
August. 


If that happens, moreover, 
there will be nothing left on the 
horizon on which the Hanoi 
leaders can continue to build 
rational hopes. The situation of 
their troops in the field will be 
growning worse, not better. The 
situation of their troops in the 
political outlook will also be 
growing worse, not better; for 
the Saigon government is now 
gaining strength in an encourag- 
ing manner, and it will gain a 
lot more strength il another 
great assault is eventually at- 
tempted and rather conspicu- 
ously fails. 


Sue!" is the outlook for Hanoi, 
always assuming Gen. Abrams' 
confidence is not misplaced. 
One must wait and see about 
that. Yet how Hanoi can possib- 
ly respond to such an outlook 
is already an obvious and very 
important question. 


If Hanoi does not prefer a kind 


of military fadeaway to serious 
negotiations, as some have al- 
ways predicted, then Hanoi may 
well have to choose between 
only two possible responses by 
the end of September. 
One will be to open serious 
negotiations at once, on the 
ground that better terms may be 
obtained from a President eager 
to finish the war before he lays 
down his office. The other will 
be to hang on a bit longer to 
see what the next Administra- 
tion looks like. Yet there will 
be strong arguments for acting 
without delay.

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The Draft A Century Ago 


The Im pression has gotten about that resistan c e to the m ilitary 
d ra ft has reached unprecedented intensity d uring the Vietnam ese 
W ar. 
TTiat fact is that p resen t resistance, consisting chiefly of 
d raft card-burning and individual refu sals to serve, is mild 
com pared with what happened a century ago. 


Tne passage of a draft law in 1863 caused riots in several 
c itie s. 
New York City w as hardest hit. 
The Civil War w as in 
its third year, with som e victories for the Union but also some 
discouraging defeats. 
Even the sim ultaneous Northern victories 
of G ettysburg and Vicksburg did not prevent the riots. 


The first draw ing occurred on a Saturday in July. The Sunday 
following seem s to have been devoted to rio t planning and “ liquor* 
ing up.*’ 
Mobs form ed in low er New York City on Moiriay. Tney 
seized axes from hardw are sto res, to re down telegraph poles, 
dem olished railro ad trac k s. 
The draft office was burned down, 
sto re s w ere looted. 


There was one tw ist that seem s curious in the light of today’s 
claim s that N egroes b ear an excessive sh a re of the draft burden. 
N egroes, held by many to be the cause of the w ar, were lynched 
and an orphan asylum for Negro children w as burned down. M ich 
other violence occurred. 
Police headquarters and the m ayor’s 
house w ere besieged. 
It took a pitched b attle between the mob 
and police to settle who would rule the city. State troopers cam e 
in w ith artillery , and then federal troops returning from Gettys­ 
burg. Finally o rd er w as re sto re d . 


The draft is under fire these days from various q u arters. But 
anyone who supposes that d raft resistance has reached a new 
peak in our tim e should take another look at those hectic events 
in 1863.

It is for 
t h i s 
reason 
th a t 
bedsores 
happen on the 
buttocks. 
the 
back, the heels 
he thighs, and the shoulders 
All patients in hospitals are 
onstantly turned from side to 
ide and the pressure areas 
re gently cleaned, m assaged, 
,nd covered w ith lubricants 
o prevent pressure sores. 
Even children in hospitals 
an develop these sores on the 
iack 
of 
th eir 
heads 
and 
round the ears despite the 
act th a t th eir blood circula- 
ion is so m uch better th an 
a chronically em aciated, el­ 
le rly patients. 
The pressure areas can be 
►rctected w ith padded absorb- 
n t cotton rests and rubber 
ings. Sheets m ust be dry and 
;ept unwrinkled. The tender 
pots should be cleaned fre- 
uently w ith alcohol and cov- 
red w ith dusting powder. 
Bedsores, especially in the 
lderly, c a r be a m ost difficult 
iroblem an a often a danger- 
us one if neglected. The m ost

An accident generates a g reat 
deal of anxiety in people even 
though they have been trained 
in the a rt of first aid. W atch 
a doctor handle such a situ a­ 
tion and you will notice th a t 
he 
rem ains 
unruffled 
and 
seems 
to 
be 
casual 
while 
treating the victim. A t the 
same tim e he is giving him a 
great deal of assurance. 
W henever possible call for 
a doctor or an am bulance. 
Trained people can best h an ­ 
dle fractures and serious in­ 
juries. If none is available, 
the injured p art suspected of 
being fractured, should not be 
moved w ithout first applying 
some form of splint. 
The victim should be kept 
lying down and, if a leg or 
arm is broken, some form of 
wood or m etal placed beneath 
it to keep it in a rigid posi­ 
tion. The splint can be kept 
in place by winding a to m 
shirt or handkerchiefs around 
the arm or leg when a band­ 
age is not available. 
When 
it 
is necessary 
to 
move 
th e v i c t i m 
onto a 
stretcher or into an am bu­ 
lance, one person should take 
charge and give the orders. 
He can direct the exact tim e 
the victim is to be lifted, af­ 
ter first being sure th a t two 
people are handling th e head 
and shoulders while tw o oth­ 
ers are lifting the back and 
buttocks. 
The 
splinted 
legs 
can be kept motionless by two 
more helpers to transport him. 
Avoid giving the victim any 
alcoholic 
stim ulant 
or 
any 
drug, w ithout the specific ad­ 
vice of a doctor. Em ergencies 
dem and cooperation of all the 
available people. Each should 
help w ithout causing any un­ 
usual anxiety in his “m edical 
team m ates” or in the patient.

THE JAVITS WAY 
OF HURTING NIXON 
The passion play reaching its 
conclusion in New York State 
would have rocked the Republi­ 
can P arty nationwide if it had 
been m ore widely advertised. 
The scheduled victim is Rich­ 
ard Nixon. And the tragedy lies 
in his inability to fight for his 
own in te rests. Meanwhile his 
oppressors shield them selves 
by heavenly incantations to the 
axiom atic virtues of the two- 
party system . 


What happened in New York is 
the Conservative P arty . It was 
founded in 1962, and such was 
the ra te of its growth that by 
1966 
it had captured Row C 
away from the quarter-century 
old L iberal P arty. In other 
words, the Conservatives amply 
dem onstrated at the polls that 
their in terests w ere not being 
asserted by top Republican of­ 
ficials: but the disposition, of 
course, is never to fret over 
d i s f r a n c h i s e d 
conserva­ 
tives. Accordingly, Governor 
Rockefeller sent out word, upon 
the founding of the Conservative 
P arty, that it was to be ignor­ 
ed by Republicans, and that on 
no account should any Republi­ 
can accept the endorsem ent of 
the Conservatives. 
The policy of ostracism has 
been a dism al failure. An in­ 
dication of the increasing de­ 
sirability of the Conservative 
endorsem ent is that in 1964, 
59 Republican candidates for 
Congressional and state leg is­ 
lative office requested and r e ­ 
ceived Conservative endorse­ 
m ent. This year, the figure has 
risen to 98. But there a re hold­ 
outs. In some cases, left-R epu­ 
blicans whom the Conservatives 
have declined to endorse. In 
others, R e p u b l i c a n loyalists 
who have declined the C onser­ 
vatives’ support. Mostly out of 
b itter-en d d e f e r e n c e to the 
R ockefeller strategy; in some 
ca se s, in extrem ely lib eral con­ 
stituencies, because the candi­ 
dates reckon that Conservative 
endorsem ent would be a net lia ­ 
bility. 
Along comes M r. Nixon, the 
nom inee of his party, and na­ 
turally he desires to be listed 
on every conceivable line in New 
York State, including the Con­ 
se rv a tiv e s’. One would think 
that his preferences in the m at­ 


ter would be autom atically r e ­ 
spected, but not at all in a state 
whose Republican leaders are 
R ockefeller, Javits and Lind­ 
say. We know from the exper­ 
ience of 1964 that R, J and L 
a re quire capable them selves 
of declining to endorse the can­ 
didate of the Republican Party. 
T his year, they have announced 
that the C onservatives may not 
list Nixon’s electors on their 
line, an anti-dem ocratic ruling 
they a re in a position to enforce 
via the state com m ittee be­ 
cause of the anachronistic elec­ 
to ral system . The effect of this 
decision will be to cut down Mr. 
Nixon’s vote by several hund­ 
red thousand, endangering Nix­ 
on’s chances to carry New York, 
and perhaps even the nation. 


T his m assive assault on Nixon 
by the Republican leaders is 
justified by their belief in the 
tw o-party system , and their 
continued determ ination to r e ­ 
fuse to cooperate with the Con­ 
servative P arty. W hat's wrong 
with that explanation is that 
M r. Javits, who is running for 
re-election this year, and who 
pronounced him self not long ago 
as “ the principal ideologue of 
the Republican P a rty ,” is him ­ 
self accepting the c ro ss-e n ­ 
dorsem ent of a third party, the 
L iberal Party! Such eifrontery 
coulnd not have been staged by 
Barnum and Bailey. Javits in the 
forefront of a movement to deny 
M r. Nixon the right, on m oral- 
political grounds, to do exactly 
what Javits him self is doing! 


The hypocrisy reaches very 
far. Mr. R ockefeller, profes­ 
sedly shocked by third-party 
endorsem ents, w as never heard 
criticizing John Lindsay for ta ­ 
king the Liberal endorsem ent in 
1965 when running for m ayor. 
The governor is thinking out 
loud of appointing Ogden Reid 
to the senate, and M r. Reid, a 
congressm an from W estchester 
County, takes the Liberal en­ 
dorsem ent. S e n a t o r Bridges, 
the leader of the Republicans 
in the senate, accepts the Lib­ 
era l endorsem ent. And so on. 


The argument that the rank and 
file would propose perm itting 
Nixon to go on the Conservative 
line, because his doing sowould 
help Conservatives running for 
le sse r offices against Repub­ 
licans, is superficial.

DEMO PLATFORM COMMIT­ 
TEE: NETWORK CLAIMS MIKE 
WAS UNCONNECTED, NOTH­ 
ING OVERHEARD 
A hidden mike was found in 
the hotel room w here the plat­ 
form com mittee was holding 
its secret deliberations. The 
w ire was traced to an NBC 
outlet two floors above. 
NBC at firs t explained to the 
FBI that producer Enid Roth had 
thought the m eeting would be 
open and had ordered not only 
the m‘ke but also cam eras and 
lights for the room . She learn* 
ed the meeting was closed, ac­ 
cording to NBC, too late 
to 
withdraw the mike. 
While the mike was in the 
room, by an interesting coin­ 
cidence 
the 
com m unications 
plank happened to come under 
discussion. This w as a m atter 
in which NBC nad 
vital in­ 
te re st. 
A rough draft of the plat­ 
form had already been w ritten 
before the com m ittee assem bl­ 
ed behind closed doors. 
On 
the subject of television, this 
m erely stated: 
“ The m ass 
media need a broad base of 
economic 
support 
consistent 
with their obligation to serve 
the public. To this end, we have 
supported Educational Televis­ 
ion.’* 


— TV VIOLENCE 
DEPLOR­ 
ED— 
When this was brought up, 
Vice 
President 
Humphrey’s 
representatives called for a 
stronger stand in favor of “ con­ 
tinuing support for the prom pt 
enactm ent of a long-range fin­ 
ancing plan that will help en­ 
sure 1 the vigor and independ­ 
ence of (Educational Televi­ 
sion).” 
The Humphrey forces also 
demanded a plank, that was 
later adopted, declaring: “ We 
deplore the all too frequent 
practice of exploiting violence 
in television program nm g and 
urge the Federal Communica­ 
tions Com mission, through the 
use of its power to revoke and 
renew broadcast licenses, to 
end this practice.” 
The FBI conducted an investi­ 
gation of the “ bugging” incident 
and submitted a confidential re ­ 
port to Attorney General Ram­ 
sey Clark la st Thursday. It w ill 
now be up to Clark, an out­ 
spoken foe of eavesdropping, 
whether to seek grand Jury 
action. 


Note: The National Associa­ 
tion for B etter Broadcasting has 
just released the resu lts of a 
survey which shows that the 
television networks are still 
featuring blood and brutality 
on the home screen.

Chiarman E verett Jordan, 72, 
of Saxapahaw, N.C., and House 
Rules Chairm an W illiam Col» 
m er, 78, of Pascagoula, M iss. 
Most bills dealingwith the cities 
are processed by Senate Labor 
and W elfare Chairman L ister 
Hill, 73, of Montgomery, Ala., 
and House Education and Labor 
Chairman C arl Perkins, 55, of 
Hindman, Ky. 
No wonder the people of the 
ghettos and the youth of the 
country feel that their crie s 
are ignored and that they m ust 
re so rt to violence to be heard. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether 
Rumsfeld 
can rally 
enough young dissidents in the 
House to overcom e the throttle- 
hold of the old chairm en of 
legislation.

IT HAS NOT COME YET 


W A S H IN G T O N - Behind the 
scenes in W ashington, the little, 
rath e r c lo se -k n it community of 
policy-m akers, m ilitary lead­ 
e rs and intelligence analysts 
concerned with Vietnam 
has 
been going through a fairly 
curious experience. 
M asses of evidence, from p ri­ 
soners of war, captured docu­ 
m ents and all other Intelligence 
sources, have long indicated 
that Hanoi was preparing an­ 
other major offensive, as close 
in scale to the Tet offensive 
as Hanoi could manage. From 
the end of July onward, tM 
kickoff date was expected to k 
Aug. 15. 
In mid-August, enemy activity 
greatly intensified; but there 
was 
no real kickoff. Indeed, 
many of the enemy units of 
divisional 
size 
continued in 
their sanctuaries on the bord­ 
e rs , or even outside South V iet­ 
nam . 
More 
recently, 
these 
larg er units began to be de­ 
tected moving toward kickoff 
positions; and a new kickoff 
date 
was tentatively set for 
Labor Day. But Labor Day also 
passed without drama. 
Perhaps the storm will have 
burst before these words can be 
printed, but, as of now, one can 
only say it has not come yet. 
Beyond doubt, for the documents 
prove it, this means that Hanoi’s 
plans have gone wrong som e­ 
how; and the way these plans 
have gone wrong is decidedly 
interesting. 
In brief, Hanoi’s original in­ 
tention was to open avenues of 
attack upon more profitable ta r­ 
gets, conspicuously including 
the city of Saigon, by initial 
attacks on peripheral targets 
like the little provincial capital 
of Tay Ninh and the Special 
Forces camp at Due Lap. U. S. 
and South Vietnamese forces 
were to be sucked into the re ­ 
sulting peripheral battles and, 
thus, larg er opportunities were 
to be created elsew here. 


Unfortunately for Hanoi, Gen. 
Creighton A bram s refused to 
play the game. The defenders 
on the scene were only very 
sparingly reinforced. The main 
backup provided came from the 
terrib le striking power of the 
B-52s, which Gen. Abram s uses 
with extrem e concentration. 
F or the enemy to date, the 
resu lts have been pretty d is­ 
astrous. Since the enemy began 
sparring for an opening in mid- 
August, total enemy killed in 
action have been above 10,000 
men. 
Despite these fruitless losses, 
despite the deferm ents above- 


noted, a general enem y assault 
Is s till forecast at a fairly early 
date. But Gen. A bram s is splen­ 
didly confident that the assault 
can be successfully repulsed, if 
and when it com es. In short, 
the prospects look very black 
indeed for Hanoi’s new attempt 
to achieve a final breakthrough 
on the battlefield. 
If Gen. Abrams is right (and 
pray God he isl) that means 
the Hanoi leadership will have 
to ponder the re su lts of the 
two political conventions with 
unhappy assiduity. Until the two 
m ajor parties chose th eir nom­ 
inees and published th eir plat­ 
form s, Hanoi could alw ays hope 
for a political victory here in 
A m erica. That hope has now 
gone glim m ering. 
Sim ultaneously, the plans for 
a g reat offensive in South Viet­ 
nam have also m iscarried bad­ 
ly, In their initial phase at any 
ra te . M ilitary disappointm ent 
has already been com bined with 
political disappointm ent; and if 
all goes well, the m ilitary d is­ 
appointment of Septem ber is 
likely to be much g re a te r than 
the m ilitary disappointm ent of 
August. 
If that happens, 
m oreover, 
there will be nothing left on the 
horizon on which the Hanoi 
lead ers can continue to build 
rational hopes. The situation of 
their troops in the field will be 
grown ing worse, not b etter. The 
situation of their troops in the 
political outlook will also be 
growing worse, not b etter; for 
the Saigon governm ent is now 
gaining strength in an encourag­ 
ing m anner, and it will gain a 
lot m ore strength if another 
great assault is eventually a t­ 
tempted and rath e r conspicu­ 
ously fails. 
Such is the outlook for Hanoi, 
always assuming Gen. Abrams* 
confidence is not m isplaced. 
One m ust wait and see about 
that. Yet how Hanoi can possib­ 
ly respond to such an outlook 
Is already an obvious and very 
im portant question. 
If Hanoi does not p refer a kind 
of m ilitary fadeaway to serious 
negotiations, as som e have al­ 
ways predicted, then Hanoi may 
well have to choose between 
only two possible responses by 
the end of Septem ber. 
One will be to open serious 
negotiations at once, on the 
ground that better te rm s maybe 
obtained from a P resident eager 
to finish the war before he lays 
down his office. The other will 
be to hang on a bit longer to 
see what the next A dm inistra­ 
tion looks like. Yet there will 
be strong argum ents for acting 
without delay.

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The Draff A Century A go 


The impression has gotten about that resistance to the military 
draft has reached unprecedented intensity during the Vietnamese 
War. 
That fact is that present resistance, consisting chiefly of 
draft card-burning and individual refusals to serve, is mild 
compared with what happened a century ago. 


The passage of a draft law in 1863 caused riots in several 
cities. 
New York City was hardest hit. The Civil War was in 
its third year, with some victories for the Union but also some 
discouraging defeats. Even the simultaneous Northern victories 
of Gettysburg and Vicksburg did not prevent the riots. 


The first drawing occurred on a Saturday in July. The Sunday 
following seems to have been devoted to riot planning and “ liquor­ 
ing up.” 
Mobs formed in lower New York C\ty on MoMay. Tney 
seized axes from hardware stores, tore down telegraph poles, 
demolished railroad tracks. 
The draft office was burned down, 
stores were looted. 


There was one twist that seems curious in the light of today's 
claims that Negroes bear an excessive share of the draft burden. 
Negroes, held by many to be the cause of the war, were lynched 
and an orphan asylum for Negro children was burned down. M ich 
other violence occurred. 
Police headquarters and the mayor's 
house were besieged. It took a pitched battle between the mob 
and police to settle who would rule the city. State troopers came 
in with artillery, and then federal troops returning from Gettys­ 
burg. Finally order was restored. 


The draft is under fire these days from various quarters. But 
anyone who supposes that draft resistance has reached a new 
peak in our time should take another look at those hectic events 
in 1863.

When it is necessary to 
move the v i c t i m onto a 
stretcher or into an ambu­ 
lance, one person should take 
charge and give the orders.

THE JAVITS WAY 
OF HURTING NIXON 
The passion play reaching its 
conclusion in New York State 
would have rocked the Republi­ 
can Party nationwide if it had 
been more widely advertised. 
The scheduled victim is Rich­ 
ard Nixon. And the tragedy lies 
in his inability to fight for his 
own interests. Meanwhile his 
oppressors shield themselves 
by heavenly incantations to the 
axiomatic virtues of the two- 
party system. 
What happened in New York is 
the Conservative Party. It was 
founded in 1962, and such was 
the rate of its growth that by 
1966 it had captured Row C 
away from the quarter-century 
old Liberal Party. In other 
words, the Conservatives amply 
demonstrated at the polls that 
their interests were not being 
asserted by top Republican of­ 
ficials; but the disposition, of 
course, is never to fret over 
d i s f r a n c h i s e d 
conserva­ 
tives. Accordingly, Governor 
Rockefeller sent out word, upon 
the founding of the Conservative 
Party, that it was to be ignor­ 
ed by Republicans, and that on 
no account should any Republi­ 
can accept the endorsement of 
the Conservatives. 
The policy of ostracism has 
been a dismal failure. An in­ 
dication of the increasing de­ 
sirability of the Conservative 
endorsement is that in 1964, 
59 Republican candidates for 
Congressional and state legis­ 
lative office requested and re­ 
ceived Conservative endorse­ 
ment. This year, the figure has 
risen to 98. But there are hold­ 
outs. In some cases, left-Repu­ 
blicans whom the Conservatives 
have declined to endorse. In 
others, Re p u b l i c a n loyalists 
who have declined the Conser­ 
vatives’ support. Mostly out of 
bitter-end d e f e r e n c e to the 
Rockefeller strategy; in some 
cases, in extremely liberal con­ 
stituencies, because the candi­ 
dates reckon that Conservative 
endorsement would be a net lia­ 
bility. 
Along comes Mr. Nixon, the 
nominee of his party, and na­ 
turally he desires to be listed 
on every conceivable line in New 
York State, including the Con­ 
servatives’. One would think 
that his preferences in the mat­ 


ter would be automatically re ­ 
spected, but not at all in a state 
whose Republican leaders are 
Rockefeller, Javits and Lind­ 
say. We know from the exper­ 
ience of 1964 that R, J and L 
are quire capable themselves 
of declining to endorse the can­ 
didate of the Republican Party. 
This year, they have announced 
that the Conservatives may not 
list Nixon’s electors cm their 
line, an anti-democratic ruling 
they are in a position to enforce 
via the state committee be­ 
cause of the anachronistic elec­ 
toral system. The effect of this 
decision will be to cut down Mr. 
Nixon’s vote by several hund­ 
red thousand, endangering Nix­ 
on’s chances to carry New York, 
and perhaps even the nation. 
This massive assault on Nixon 
by the Republican leaders is 
justified by their belief in the 
two-party system, and their 
continued determination to re ­ 
fuse to cooperate with the Con­ 
servative Party. What’s wrong 
with that explanation is that 
Mr. Javits, who is running for 
re-election this year, and who 
pronounced himself not long ago 
as “ the principal ideologue of 
the Republican Party,” is him­ 
self accepting the cross-en­ 
dorsement of a third party, the 
Liberal Party! Such effrontery 
coulnd not have been staged by 
Barnum and Bailey. Javits in the 
forefront of a movement to deny 
Mr. Nixon the right, on moral- 
political grounds, to do exactly 
what Javits himself is doing!

sion).” 
The Humphrey forces also 
demanded a plank, that was 
later adopted, declaring: “ We 
deplore the all too frequent 
practice of exploiting violence 
in television program m.ing and 
urge the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission, through the 
use of its power to revoke and 
renew broadcast licenses, to 
end this practice.” 
The FBI conducted an investi­ 
gation of the “ bugging” Incident 
and submitted a confidential re­ 
port to Attorney General Ram. 
sey Clark last Thursday. It will 
now be up to Clark, an out. 
spoken foe of eavesdropping, 
whether to seek grand jury 
action. 


The hypocrisy reaches very 
far. Mr. Rockefeller, profes­ 
sedly shocked by third -party 
endorsements, was never heard 
criticizing John Lindsay for ta­ 
king the Liberal endorsement in 
1965 when running for mayor. 
The governor is thinking out 
loud of appointing Ogden Reid 
to the senate, and Mr. Reid, a 
congressman from Westchester 
County, takes the Liberal en­ 
dorsement. S e n a t o r Bridges, 
the leader of the Republicans 
in the senate, accepts the Lib­ 
eral endorsement. And so on.

Matter O f Fact

IT HAS NOT COME YET 
WASHINGTON — Behind the 
scenes in W ashington, the little, 
rather c lo s e -k n it com m u n ity of 
m ilita r y lead- 
policy -makers, 
ers and intelligence analysts 
concerned with Vietnam 
has 
been going through a fairly 
curious experience. 
Masses of evidence, from pri­ 
soners of war, captured docu­ 
ments and ail other intelligence 
sources, have long in d ica ted 
that Hanoi was preparing an­ 
other major offensive, as close 
in scale to the Tet offensive 
as Hanoi could manage. From 
the end of July onward, t! i 
kickoff date was expected to a 
Aug. 15. 
In mid-August, enemy activity 
greatly intensified; but there 
was no real kickoff. Indeed, 
many of the enemy units of 
divisional size continued in 
their sanctuaries on the bord­ 
ers, or even outside South Viet­ 
nam. 
More recently, these 
larger units began to be de­ 
tected moving toward kickoff 
positions; and a new kickoff 
date 
was tentatively set for 
Labor Day. But Labor Day also 
passed without drama. 
Perhaps the storm will have 
burst before these words can be 
printed, but, as of now, one can 
only say it has not come yet. 
Beyond doubt, for the documents 
prove it, this means that Hanoi's 
plans have gone wrong some­ 
how; and the way these plans 
have gone wrong is decidedly 
interesting. 
In brief, Hanoi’s original in­ 
tention was to open avenues of 
attack upon more profitable tar - 
gets, conspicuously including 
the city of Saigon, by initial 
attacks on peripheral targets 
like the little provincial capital 
of Tay Ninh and the Special 
Forces camp at Due Lap. U. S, 
and South Vietnamese forces 
were to be sucked into the re­ 
sulting peripheral battles and, 
thus, larger opportunities were 
to be created elsewhere. 


Unfortunately for Hanoi, Gen. 
Creighton Abrams refused to 
play the game. The defenders 
on the scene were only very 
sparingly reinforced. The main 
backup provided came from the 
terrible striking power of the 
B-52s, which Gen.Abrams ases 
with extreme concentration. 
For the enemy to date, the 
results have been pretty dis­ 
astrous. Since the enemy began 
sparring for an opening in mid- 
August, total enemy killed in 
action have been above 10,000 
men. 
Despite these fruitless losses, 
despite the deferments above- 


noted, a general enemy assault 
Is still forecast at a fairly early 
date. But Gen. Abrams is splen­ 
didly confident that the assault 
can be successfully repulsed, if 
and when it comes. In short, 
the prospects look very black 
Indeed for Hanoi’s new attempt 
to achieve a final breakthrough 
on the battlefield. 
If Gen. Abrams is right (and 
pray God he is!) that means 
the Hanoi leadership will have 
to ponder the results of the 
two political conventions with 
unhappy assiduity. Until the two 
major parties chose their nom­ 
inees and published their plat­ 
forms, Hanoi could always hope 
for a political victory here in 
America. That hope has now 
gone glimmering. 
Simultaneously, the plans for 
a great offensive in South Viet­ 
nam have also miscarried bad­ 
ly, In their initial phase at any 
rate. Military disappointment 
has already been combined with 
political disappointment; and if 
all goes well, the military dis­ 
appointment of September is 
likely to be much greater than 
the military disappointment of 
August. 
If that happens, moreover, 
there will be nothing left on the 
horizon on which the Hanoi 
leaders can continue to build 
rational hopes. The situation of 
their troops in the field will be 
growning worse, not better. The 
situation of their troops in the 
political outlook will also be 
. growing worse, not better; for 
the Saigon government is now 
gaining strength in an encourag­ 
ing manner, and it will gain a 
lot more strength if another 
great assault is eventually at­ 
tempted and rather conspicu­ 
ously fails. 
Such Is the outlook for Hanoi, 
always assuming Gen. Abrams' 
confidence is not misplaced. 
One must wait and see about 
that. Yet how Hanoi can possib­ 
ly respond to such an outlook 
is already an obvious and very 
important question. 
If Hanoi does not prefer a kind 
of military fadeaway to serious 
negotiations, as some have al­ 
ways predicted, then Hanoi may 
well have to choose between 
only two possible responses by 
the end of September. 
One will be to open serious 
negotiations at once, on the 
ground that better terms may be 
obtained from a President eager 
to finish the war before he lays 
down his office. The other will 
be to hang on a bit longer to 
see what the next Administra­ 
tion looks like. Yet there will 
be strong arguments for acting 
without delay. 


The argument that the rank and 
file would propose permitting 
Nixon to go on the Conservative 
line, because his doing sowould 
help Conservatives running for 
lesser offices against Repub­ 
licans, is superficial.

Muscle tension is the most 
common psychosomatic illness, 
according to a UCLA psychia­ 
trist, yet even during these 
tense times it is seldom rec­ 
ognized as such. 
Dr. Charles Wahl, associate 
professor of psychiatry, points 
out that psychic stress may 
cause a tightening of all mus­ 
cles. This may contribute to 
rheumatoid arthritis because 
of extra pressure on joint sur­ 
faces. It may also lead to low 
blood sugar because muscular 
contration consumes ciculatlng 
blood sugar. 
Not 
infrequently p s y c h i c 
stress may cause us, for sym­ 
bolic reasons, to focus on par­ 
ticular m u s c l e s , Dr. Wahl 
points out. Thus we may get 
chronic low back pain ard se­ 
vere neck conditions. 


Dear Ann Landers: You keep 
saying you consult doctors — 
so why didn't you, before you 
gave that wrong answer to the 
man whose wife is in her 17th 
month of pregnancy? You made 
It sound as if such a thing is 
impossible.

sion. 


Previously, a college graduate 


could be deferred for advanced 
study. He often emerged not 
only with a higher degree, but 
also with a wife and children 
or an "essential occupation" 
and yet another —virtually per- 
manent— deferment. 


Many officials in both Con- 
gress and the administration 
thought it unfair that talent and 
wealth could open an iv^-cov- 
ered pathway out of military 
service for a privileged few, 
while others had to seive. 


In the new law, Congress con- 


tinued graduate deferments in 
medicine and the ministry, but 
left it up to the National Se- 
curitv Council to allow defer- 
ments in other " e s s e n t i a l 1 


fields. 
For eight months students and 
schools wondered which disci- 
plines would be sanctified as 
"essential ' by the council. 
The answer, last F e b r u a r y , 


was none. 


Men in their first year or just 


entering grad school were to 
lot,e their student deferments 
and be dumped into the 19-26- 
year-old draft pool, most of 
them as the oldest men in it. 
And the law requires drafting 
the oldest first from each local 
pool. 


"The decision," said Logan 


Wilson, president of the Amer- 
ican Council on E d u c a t i o n , 
"means that most college grad- 
uates in 1968 and students end- 
ing their first year of graduate 
school m 1968 will be drafted 
in the near future." 


Other educators warned of a 


65 per cent cut m the incoming 
g r a d u a t e 
class, with grad 


schools catering increasingly 
to "women, 
older persons, 


those who have physical disabil- 
ities and, ironically 
enough, 


foreign students." 
Schoolmen feared that under- 
graduate education, too, would 
suffer from the loss of gradu- 
ate s t u d e n t s who doubled as 
part-time teachers. 
The fears were translated into 


numbers by Mrs. Betty Vetter, 
executive director of the Scien- 
tific Manpower Commission, a 
private organization of scien- 
tific societies. 


She predicted a draft, during 
this academic year, of some 
175,000 grad students. 
Pentagon estimates, even af- 


ter adjustment from the fiscal 
to the academic year, indicated 
at most around 68,000 grad stu- 
dent draftees. 


Draft boards, meeting month- 


ly, have hardly made a dent so 
far in the big job of reviewing 
not only student deferments, but 
also some 327,000 occupational 
deferments for which of f i c lal 
guidelines had been removed by 
the same N a t i o n a l Security 
Council decision. 


At the same time, draft calls 
over the summer have been at 
their lowest in 18 months, furth- 
er shrinking any early effects 
of that decision.

passed a new draft law exten­ 
sion. 
Previously, a college graduate 
could be deferred for advanced 
study. He often emerged not 
only with a higher degree, but 
also with a wife and children 
or an "essential occupation" 
and yet another —virtually per­ 
manent— deferment. 
Many officials in both Con­ 
gress and the administration 
thought it unfair that talent and 
wealth could open an ivy-cov­ 
ered pathway out of military 
service for a privileged few, 
while others had to serve.

Other educators warned of a 
65 per cent cut in the incoming 
graduate class, with grad 
schools catering increasingly 
to “women, older persons, 
those who have physical disabil­ 
ities and, ironically enough, 
foreign students." 
Schoolmen feared that under­ 
graduate education, too, would 
suffer from the loss of gradu­ 
ate students who doubled as 
part-time teachers. 
The fears were translated into 
numbers by Mrs. Betty Vetter, 
executive director of the Scien­ 
tific Manpower Commission, a 
private organization of scien­ 
tific societies.

Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
Selective Service director, has 
indicated—although there is no 
uniform policy— that those who 
get draft notices midway in a 
school term may have their in­ 
duction postponed until the end 
of the term. 
The wave of graduate student 
inductions, therefore, probably 
won’t begin to hit until Febru­ 
ary or even later. 
Last April, Hershey ruled that 
graduate students could not 
qualify for occupational defer­ 
ments just because they were 
part-time teachers; but there 
was nothing to stop a full-time 
teacher, occupationally defer­ 
red, from studying in his spare 
time.

Space Age Health 
Techniques For 
Remote Areas 


SANTA FE, N. M. (AP) At 


new health stations planned for 
remote areas of southwestern 
New Mexico, electronic sen- 
sors like those used in the space 
p r o g r a m s will tell a doctor 
miles away about a patient's 
heart-beat, respiration, blood 
pressure and other life signs. 
The doctor —only 30 now serve 
the area—then will advise sta- 
tion personnel by two-way ra- 
dio how to treat the patient. 
The stations will be manned, by 
paramedical personnel, train- 
ed in medicine but not as high- 
ly as doctors. 
The New Mexico Planning Of- 
fice announced that approval to 
launch the program had been 
received from the National Aer- 
onautics and Space Administra- 
tion and that it would begin in 
the near future.

Traffic Computer Makes Half 
Million Decisions Each Second 
SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP)— This 
city of 400,000 has a traffic 
cop who makes a half million 
decisions every second. 
The cop is a computer. 
Nearly 60 signal lights in a 
35-block downtown area have 
been operated since Dec. 1966 
by a $204,000 device. Officials 
figure that in just one year the 
cutdown on waiting saves mo­ 
torists $264,000 in travel time. 
“ It takes three-fourths of a 
second for a driver to react 
between his gas pedal and his 
brake pedal,” said Gene Maho­ 
ney, the project’s engineer. 
“ In that time, this machine 
can make 350,000 operations or 
decisions. There are 500,000 
actions or operations in a sec­ 
ond. 
“ In a 12-hour period there are 
about a million demands of ser­ 
vice for signals,” Mahoney no­ 
ted. 


“ To put it another way, every 
12-hour period involves 10 mil­ 
lion vehicle-seconds. This boils 
down to each vehicle suffering 
an average delay of about 10 
seconds.” 
Mahoney said Wichita Falls, 
Tex., and Toronto, Canada, have 
such computerized traffic sig­ 
nals at work. He knows of no 
others. 
Sydney, Australia, has tele­ 
vision sets monitoring the tra f­ 
fic problems. 
“ But humans make the deci­ 
sions in Sydney,” Mahoney 
pointed out. 
“ While the humans are making 
a few, our computer is making 
hundreds of thousands of de­ 
cisions. You can’t run a system 
like this with people. They can’t 
react fast enough.” Because 
the computer not only makes 
stop-start actions but also re ­ 
ports its findings, Mahoney

U.S. losses 
were put at 12 killed and 21 
wounded. 
The Americans burned down 
most of the houses in the village 
after the enemy withdrew. A

North Vietnamese army equip­ 
ment, weapons, packs or uni­ 
forms. 
U.S. ground and air forces 
also chased small units of Viet 
Cong on the run in the Mekong 
Delta, 17 miles sourth of Saigon. 
Helicopter gunships accounted 
for most of the 47 enemy report­ 
ed killed in this action. Five

wounded. 
The delta fighting began Sat­ 
urday when more than 200 U.S. 
9th Division infantrymen landed 
along the Rach Ben Tre River 
and engaged a Viet Cong force 
of equal aize. About 800 Ameri­ 
can reinforcements poured in, 
and the outnumbered enemy 
broke and ilod. many of them 
plunging into the river. 
In Saigon, terrorists assassi­ 
nated an election official in an 
apparent attempt to disrupt vot­ 
ing for a vacant seat in the 
South Vietnamese House of Rep­ 
resentatives. The slain official 
was Thick Man, a representa­ 
tive of Cao Phong Van, a candi­ 
date for the seat. It was one of 
eight terrorist incidents over 
the weekend. 
In naval action, a U.S. spokes­ 
man said the destroyers Berke­ 
ley and Harwood sank and dam­ 
aged at least 45 enemy supply 
boats in waters off the demili­ 
tarized zone.
